Twenty to fifty aircraft were seen in the 
air ell day. 


4. PBavachutin; at different altitudes was done daily from twine 
engine aircraft. Hach alreraft carried a 26-to 28=man party. The 
paratroopers, who were quartered in the Rte, wera trucked to 
the airfield daily. 


5. Jet fighters flying at an altitude of about 2,500 fast were 
obs3rved on five days. It conld not be determined whether theae 
sircraft took off from and landed at the airfield.
